Our group has adopted as one of our three prisoners of 
conscience, Gabriel Oscar MAROTTA of Argentina. Arrested in 
April 1976 and ordered released "By an Argentine judge under 
decree 2441 dated October 14, 1976, he is still in jail, five 
years later, even though he has never be en cha rged with a crime 
or tried . Under Article 25, Mr. Marotta is constitutionally 
guaranteed the right to opt for exile, rataer than face lengthy 
imrpslonnent. Although the U.S. government has awarded him a 
Certlfi cate of Acceptability for the U.S. A. Hemispheric Parole 
Program, fir. Marotta has not been allowed to emigrate. 

Could you please write to Excelentisimo Senor Presidente 
de la Republics Argentina General Hoberto Viola, Casa de Gobierno, 
Balcaree 50, Buenos Aires, Argentina and ask that Mr. Marotta 
be immediately released as the judge ordered in 1976. Please 
do not mention Amne ,ty International by name since that might 
harm Mr. Marotta. When you write, please send me a copy*
